Oral tradition, upon llic lopies to 
wliich yon invite my atlcutiou, is nut 
vury reliable at best. Bat it is still 
inure uiiceriuiii when It is wliully de- 
licildeiit upon llie treaelierous and 
lailiiifi ineiiiories of very old pei'Mins. 
Audi have always regretted ilie iie;j- 
levt uf Anierieaii soi iety in iis failure 
lo adopt. In an early period of its his- 
tory, some inothodii, nil a system, fur 
tlie preservation uf family rei'ords, 
eoiitainiii;^, not only all llie names ot 
I'.uiiilii's, lull siii li iiii iilciils, in emi- 
iieeliiiii with llieni, as mi^lil be useful 

III their immediate posterity, us well 
as uf interest lotlie public at large. In 
the progress of our social system, pos- 
sihly, litis ilufoctma^' bo remedied.' It 
eert-'.inly would conduce lo ttio im- 
proveliienl uf sueiely. 

Iif rcyai'd (o what I may know and 
remember about llie oarly history of 
Chrisllaii cuunty. I emigrated from 
Oransc county, Viriiiuia, in the fall ol 
ISJS, and slopjii'd al my brolher's, 
l.nio-lbrd Lilidsey, in t lie borders ot 
Todd county, wliicli coiiiily, had, not 
a <,'i'cat wliile bi tore, been formed out 
iifa part of Cbristlan and Logan conn- 
lies, where I remained nearly a ycar^ 
tia hin^ a country school ; lhuui;li 1 
llieii had my license (obtained in Vir- 
ginia) lo piMclieo law. Hut by reasoii 
of the paueily uf my tinunees, I was 
deterred from adventuring them upon 
my professional career. I did adven- 
ture upon it, however, sliorliy after 
the cidse of my school, and moved to 
:iiid settled in llopkiiisville ; and mil 
loiiij' afterwards married my wile ami 
liohlly, if not judiciously, took upon 
myself the charge uf a family. Tlii- 
luo was done witliout having lirsi 
achleyed auyihiiig jirofossiouaily. 
This new obligation assumed, to- 
^'ether with the emptiness of my ex- 
cheiinrrawakene.l me to the iieeessity 
i f ilevisiiiK some expedients for the i l;i 
iniinediate wants of my fuinily, be- 
sides the precarious rclluiicc upuii the 
prufessioual success uf iv briefless la\v- 
yi r, a mere liovico Just enlcred, or 
passed uvcr thulhresholdufuiieofthe 
learned iirofessions, without means, 
and witliout piaclical experience 
among 8tran;j;crs,wiili a stroii<; ami al- 
ready welleslalilisiied liarlo compete 
with. UnJer.lhesu inauspicious cir- 
cunistaiiecs, [ concluded to puiHsliase 
a Minting press with its appniclen- 
Slices which had been cslablislied in 
llo|ikiiisville. Slime \ ears previously 
by Uuvid S. I'allon, hsip, over wliieli 
rcoutiuuod for a period uf about two 
years, when I soiil out t.io oslablisli- 
ment, in cousoquenc{e of a call I re- 
j:elved from I ho Trustees of Cumlier- 
laiid College at Princeton, Ky., to the 
positimi of I'rufossor of Malliemalii s 
a id natural Philosophy ;which though 
the salary was small, the duties of 
1 10 posltiuii were more congenial to 
my taste than the (urmull, and Ihc 
common rackloss spirit of .Journalism. 
I preserved no coiiyufthat publica- 
tion nor indeed do 1 know ivlieie one 
cjuid be found. Uy mere chance, it 
may bo that some patrou uf the pa- 
per, ikthat county preserved one. 
Uut Tillage newspaiicrs were in tliose 
days, as they even are in the present, 
too unimportant and'cphenieral to te> 
cure any special care from llicir read- 
ers. I regret that I can not furnish 
a copy, us it might show somewhat 
of the tciniier and toue of thecommui 
nity ef .tlioie by, gone days, and be of 
some interest to the present genora- 
tion of the looaiilr. 



tlic year 1829, it was a small village 
coinpiiralively (I dmi'l recollect tin' 
n.imber of the p ipiilalinii pr.cislt. 
1 ilon't think it exceeded iniieh 1,300 
Iiiliabllanis) but it was iniiabited by 
an Intelligeiit and Interesting popu 
lallon. It was a cultivated sociui'y 
fur what might Ftill be called n suvl 
uf froiilier setlleim ni ; a- in the fol- 
liiwiii;.' year, in iiiv travels lliro.i^li 
IHiiiiii.-, I liiiiiu' I'kU mow iiia^iiilii'i'iil 
and i.'raMdly developed stale, in all its 
iiialerial, social and uninviting euii- 
dillon. Then even, the great city of 
St Ltuls, wiiioh 1 vidtiid als) co.i- 
lained a iwpulation uf only ti,OX) 
souls. What a miglily change in the 
lust half century ! 



Ilupkiiisville altlie timeadvonted 
tu, In her social, moralami intellcctnal 

comlllloii, could Justly enter into ri- 
valry with any coinniiiiiity west uf 
the Alle^heiiies. The iiiaiineisof her. 
people were polished and reliiied; 
her public as well as private morals 



ami the county of Curistain during 
my short sojourn among their people 
fi'iiin sonietimn in 1829 to llie siu'ing 
of I he year 1832. With iny iiiip 'r- 
fi'ct and failing memory, I would not 
vi niiire n]inn di-tails. I niifilit com- 
prnmlwo myself liy doing injustice lo 
some of those earl v cltizRUM. But he 
nsRiired, that I have a lively sympa- 
tliy with tlioRC who may desire to 
liavi' a lull and iicciirale history of 
the town and loimly, which iiiight 
aflbrd some mali i ial lor the future 
historian of the State and nation.

der among licr people, bolii in town 
and county, m falls to Ihc lot of Ihc 
most favored communities. llcr 
li e d of pi'oinineiici'. character and 
s andini:, considering llie iiiiiiilier of 
her population eijiial to any. When 
I arrived in llopkiiisville I fuur.d 
these distinguished gentlemen of thu 
legal profession : Ciias. S. Morehead, 
Pidello C. Sharp, W. W. Kry, (}us- 
tiviis A. Henry, .J. I!. Ciockell, 
(■'.'iiviiii Page, the lirsI llu'ce of whom 
were then in the full tide of practice 
with Well cslublished repniutloiis, 
and the three latter rapidly budding 
Into notice, and very soon developed 
Into full bloom. Two other8._^ Henj. I 
Palliin and Wolil P. Henry had both 
died a year or t wo befiii'e, and tlieir 
fame was still eeiiuiiig through town 
and cuunty, at the lime ol my arri- 
val ; and not coiiflncd to town and 
eoiiniy, but reverberating througii- 
oiii the Slate. But in Ihc linrry of 
wi ihii;; 1 |in u rniilled two other 
priiiiiiiii 111 t:i iilU'iiieii of the profes- 
sion alioul that lime— .las, Itreathitt 
.mil .las. Kwiiig; neither uf whom 
lived a great while after. Besides 
•las. ^\ Bfivknpr, was himself coin- 
ni'ineing the struggle. It may be 
Ihal 1 have oinitled to mention oth- 
ers ot that period, lint if so, il is a 
i-c 111 my memory. Ilcsides these 
^eiillenien of note uf the 
legal fruleruity, the mediculiirofoss- 
ion was not less famous for its learn- 
ed physicians. Dr.. Jilo. F. Henry, 
wliu was afterwards professor in 
several medical colleges, and a man 
of iimim'stioiied abilily: Drs. Web- 
ber, Hell, (ilas.s, .Moiitgdinery, men 
of considerable literary attainments, 
and of undoubted success in the 
praotivo of their proftission. I can- 
not now call to mind the names of 
others; some' tof whom were just 
pluming Iheir feathers for the ad- 
venturous flight. In addition to 
these professional celidiritics, there 
were literary gentlemen not a few 
of a which modest sample was found 
in the person of James Itumscy, who 
Was' as guileless as a child, and intel- 
lectnally, as brilliant as the most fa- 
vored sons ofgenins.

(^uiet has icigned in Cincinnal' 
sinee our last report. The mob ba> 
made no further pcmonsi rations, ow- 
ing probably to the fact that 3,(XX) 
soldiers have kept the city uuder mil- 
itary rule, with barricades around 
the jail where the |ii i.^.iiicrs are con- 
fined. The smoke ol' halllo has 
cleared awav and a full report of the 
dead and wounded has been ob- 
tained. There were 4S men killed 
and 139 wounded, some of whom 
will not rocoTcr. Of these the following 
belonged to the authorities and mili- 
tary: Capt. J. J. l)i>s:nond. Com- 
mander of one of the companies, and 
policcnieii Xiinn an I Sii'arns were 
killed (iUI i'i;:lil : private Maguire.Co. 
II, shot in the lung, probably fatally : 
Lt. Col. Liggett, Mill Itugimcnt, 8lioi 
in the leg ; Sergeant Mike Maloney, 
Co. It. 1st IJeginK'ut, and Coryioral- 
Cook and llcpse of the same l!e^i- 
meni rcddved llesh woumls. These 
make I! killed and o wonndeil on the 
part of the mililary. The others 
w< reali eillicrin the mob, or spec- 
latori> wlio failed to keep in safe pla- 
ces. 

'i'he militia have been crn^nrcd 
for doing a great deal of iinin ( c^sai y 
shooting. 'J'liere is a growin<; Iccl- 
ingof reseutincnt as the real facts 
come lo the surface. They Hrud at 
one time into a drug store where (he 
wounded were being eared for, and 
shot s('\ejal iiei'sunsand wounded a 
physician. 

The lili l!c;;inienl, of Dayton, was 
disgra( (sl early in the action. It was 
composed uf eight companies, and 
reached Cincinnati wliile the Gal- 
tling gun was being operated l>y the 
111 l>. When (he coinniaiul to charge 
on the mob and tight Ihroii^li to tlie 
jaii was given, the Mildii r.- bicanie 
demoralized and rclrcalcd lo the de- 
pot, followed by ih risive yells from 
the mob. Subseiiucully a portion 
of the mob took their guns from them 
and a large nninbjr of the militiamen 
left the city on foot and walked 
home. The people of Dayton were 
enraged at the ai-lion of the militia, 
and greeted them as they came in oil 
the pikei>, disarmed, tire-.l and hun- 
gry, with taunts and abuse. The 
soldiers «ay it Would have cost the 
life ofcverv man in the reifiinent to 
have cliai-gcd the mob, wl.icli was 
lIMRX) strong and ariiu-il. It is 
thought that many ol the olli. ers and 
men will be toiirt-niartialcd, as 
driinkeuness is charged in some in- 
stances. 

Although the mob iias made no 
nioveincnt since Sunday, there is by 
no means a feeling of secui iiy. It i^ 
feared that as soon a^ llic .-oldii^rs 
leave tliu city another outbreak will 
occur. 

The burning of the county court 
house was a piece of vandalism 
which was ine.xcusabli^ on any 
grounds. The loss w ill be very 
heavy on the county. asil wasa iiKi;:- 
iiiliceiit struclun'. ll has been as- 
ci rlaincd with great satisfaction thai 
ni'arly the eiitir>! set of rccird in the 
liecoidcr'sofllce, eoiitaining records 
of deeds, morl;;;!^'-, lie., ;nr saved. 
A person familiar with ihc olVice 
says that not more than lil'iy miI- 
nmes of n cords are gone, covering 
transactions of about three years of 
about thirty years ago. This will be 
of immense value, considering what 
else is lost. The cash and recorils in 
lh(! safes of the Tn>a>ur,>r's vault, 
were not injured liy the tire, but 
many of the hooks against the walls 
ol the vault were burued toacriap 
by the lierce licat. 

Many of the soldiers left for their 
homes Tuesday, but military rule 
will be maintained for several days 
yet. 

Israel C. Gelz, aged 20, one of the 
(ioveriior's guards, accideiitially sliot 
and killed liiniself while on duly 
Monday. This makes a total of ID 
deaths up to Tuesday when the riot 
ended.

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The Legislative investigating com- 
mittee of the Central Lunatic Asy- 
lum made a report to the General As- 
sembly Tuesday. It reported thai 
escapes had occurred through negli- 
gence ; thai one patient had lost bis 
life at tlie hands of an employee aud 
three more through tlie neglect or in- 
experience of those immediately in 
charge; that patients have frequently 
been beaten or strapped by atti n- 
duiits; thai lowcl halhs ami ducking-, 
arc practiced which are cruel in their 
nature. The cominittco reported 
that in its opinion Dr. Gale, the su- 
perintendent, was, as the head of the 
instilution, responsible for these mat- 
ters and recommended that the Gen- 
eral Assi-mhiy take immediate ac- 
tion in regard to them.

There will bu more of this, not 
only in Cincinnati, but all over the 
country and right will trhinipli in 
the end. Juries must be made to iin- 
derslaiid thai they will not be allow- 
ed to disgrace a community upon 
which they turn loose murderers 
without punisliiiig tlieni. The peo- 
ple constitute a court higher than tlio 
law and Uiey will enforce the laws 
if t]ic criminal courts will not.
